Ottawa, April 11.—Tie action of the 
agent of the governincut at Victoria 
Lieutenant Governor Moefones, in dis 
wissing his Constitutional advise Ps, 
who were meeting the legislature a: 
the moment and answerable to the pe. 
presentatives of the people, attracted 
the attention of his excellency's advis. 
ers here at the time and the matter wae 
afterwards pressed upon ther attention 
in the house of commons. 

An official requ:st was made upon 
the lieutenant-governor by his excel 
lency-in-council for an explanation of 
his action. After a considerable delay 
the governor's letter of explanation has 
been received and is regarded as inade- 
quate. 

It is understood that the request 
asked Lieut.-Governor McInnes to ex- 
plain, in particular, why after dismis. 
sing ministers with seats in the legis- 
lature he procured a new set of minis- 
ters without seats in the legislature 
and wholly without parliamentary ex- 
perience. It is believed that the high- 
est authorities here regard this action 
of the governor as subversive of pariia- 
mentary government and outside our 
system of carrying on public affairs. 
The reply cf the lieutenant-governor 
does not satisfactorily ex pain bis action 
in this respect. 

It is believed that Lient.-Governor 
MecnInes has been instructed that 
must sommon the legisiature imme. 
diately in order that irresponsible per. 
sons should not have the conduct of 
public affairs, or he must dissolve the 
legislature at once and give the people 
an opportunity of recording their judg. 
ment. 

The new government are understocd 
to take the position in British Colum. 
bia that the elections must be delayed 
until Jone in order to afford time tor 
the revision of the voters’ lists, but the 
fact that the voters’ lists were revised 
six or eight months ago is regarded as 
reducing this from a sufficient reason 
to a mere excuse.. The number of per 
sons who could have become qualitied 
as voters in six or eight months would 
be extremely small. In every province 
of the Dominion a voters’ list six or 
eight months old would be regarded as 
a fresh one, and parliament in the Fran- 
chisa act decided that a provincial vot- 
ers’ list less than twelve months old 
was a perfectly good and sufficiently 
new list.
